Town accepts treasures 
stolen by U.S. soldier 


QUEDbINBURGrGermany (AP) — A set of 

priceless treasures stolen by an American soldier af- 
ter World War II has finally come home. 

The items, dating from ihc eighth century, went 
on display-Sunday at the' Lutheran church in 
Qucdlinburg nearly half a century after they were 
taken from the cast German town. 

About 800 'guest? attended a solemn ecumenical 
service celebrating the official opening of the dis- 
play at the St. Servatii church. 

The treasures include a rock-crystal reliquary 
shaped like a fish that some historinns claim holds a 
lock of hair from the Virgin Mary. They also include 
a 9th or 10th century chest made of gold,-- ivory and 
precious jewels with the image of Germany's first 
elected king, Henry-1 ofSnxonyr- . 


turies, with some crafted during the rules of Cljarlc- 
magne (764-814) and Otto I (936-97}). 


They had been stored at the Lutheran Church' in 
Quedllnburg for centuries, but were hidden in a 
mine shaft und disappeared in April 1945 after U.S. 
forces occupied the city. 120. miles southwest of 
■ Berlin. 

After the fall of communism. German art experts 
began tracing the Qucdlinburg treasure, und in 1990 
the Berlin Cultural Foundation purchased a 9th cen- 
tury manuscript from an umdentifed source. 

Its origin was traced to the heirs of former U.S. 
Army Li. Joe T. Meador of Wainwright. Tex., who 
had served with occupation forces in Qucdlinburg. 

German officials sued to regain the treasures. The 
case ended in February 1992 with an out-of-court 
settlement for nearly S3 million to Meador’s heirs.

Doctors’ attitudes toward 
vaginal diseases changing

Lisa was miserable, bouncing from, 
one misdiagnosis to another for five 
frustrating years. 

. The problem was even more, diffi- 
cult because of its personal nature: 
She had a vaginal discharge with a 
such an unpleasant, smell that it af- 
fected her sextife. ’ • 

To make mutters worse, doctors 
blamed her. “Many doctors 1 had 
gone to said 'I was dirty_, that I slept 
around or my husband did,” she re- . 
calls. 

Lisa, who asked that her last name 
be withheld, has learned she is among 
one million women in the United 
States with bacterial vaginosis, or 
BV. a hard-to-treat condition that 
many gynecologists-have considered 
more a nuisance than a disease. 

Those attitudes may be changing. 

At the American College of. Obste- 


tricians anu uynccoiogists ialuuj 
annual meeting recently, a separate 
panel of doctors urged their col- 
leagues to devote more attention to 
diagnosing and treating BV. The 
panel said BV is United to increased 
health risks such as. pelvic inflam- 
matory disease and fjost operative in- 
fections. I 

“It is more than just a 'nuisance in- 
fection,’." agrees Eh*. Jack Sobcl. Bjta-. 
tionally -recognized vaginitis expert 
who diagnosed Lisa. Yet, only in the 
last couple of years have many gyne- 
cologists realized its connection with 
more serious problems, he, says. 

Lisa’s symptoms began before the 
Otrtn ot ncr first clfildrwhcn’shtrwas— 
about 19. She has a recurring case ' 
and participates in a BV study at So- 
bcils-cIinic-at-Dctroil-HutzoMlnspi- — 
tal. She uses a lubricant to minimize 
the odor. 

Helpful bacteria called lactobacil- 
lus (LACK-toc-ban-SlLL-us) ore usu- 
ally present in high numbers in the 
healthy vagina. They vanish for unex- 
plained reasons, which results -in a 
population.cxplos ion by bacteria t hat 
cause BV. . 

“BV never odcurs- before puberty, 
almost never occurs in women-after 
menopause,” according to Sobcl. 
Ki-jtiiailv :iniv<» women nre more sus- 


ceptible, but he says there is : 
dence the disease is sexually trans- 
mitted. 

Sobcl, whose vaginitis clinic at 
Hutzcl is one of only two in the coun- 
try, says BV is more common than

yeast infections but, unlike those, 
docs not cause itching or other physi- 
cal discomforts. 

Half the women with BV show no 
symptoms, which is a problem be- 
cause undiagnosed BV can lead to 
premature labor or pelvic inflamma- 
tory disease, a possible cause of in- 
fertility. Postoperative infections may 
occur after an abortion or hysterecto- 
my. 

For this reason, women should re- 
quest a BV test during a routine 
.pelvic exam. A pop smear will not 
detect BV, Sobcl says. The BV test 
includes checking the vaginal pH 
and a microscopic examination of 
vaginal cells.. It takes only about two 
minutes.
